FIRST ELECTION 
DECLARED FLUKE 


“Incident Citing Me for 
Contempt Was Absurd.” 
Charges Raulston Parad- 
ed His Fundamentalism. 


Chicago, August 11.—(#)-—Clarence 
Darrow, defense counsel in the John 
T. Scopes Tennessee evolution trial, 
today charged that Judge Jolin : of 
Raulston, who presided at the trial, 
used the case to further his own po- 
litical ambitions. 

Mr. Darrow, who is in Greely, Col., 
made his charges in a telegram to the 
Chicago Daily News in answer to crit- 
iciam of Mr. Darrow’s conduct at the 
trial voiced by Judge Raulston in an 
address here last Sunday at a memo- 
rial meeting for William Jennings 
Bryan, Judge Raulston in his address 
referred particularly to citing Mr. 
Darrow for contempt and said that 
Mr. Bryan asked that leniency be 
shown his adversary. 

Darrow's Telegram. 

Mr. Darrow’s telegram to The News 
follows: 

“Judgé Raulston was elected on a 
fluke and is now campaigning for re- 
election this fail. The trial was part 
of his campaign. He called the grand 
jury and asked them to indict Scopes 
in a hurry so that the case could be 
tried in his district. The indictment 
was illegal, as it was brought too soon 
after’ convening of a special grand 
jury, so the judge had him re-indicted 
a month later, on the day of the trial. 

“On Sunday, three days before the 
case was closed, Mr. Bryan spoke 
twice in Dayton. Raulston was pres- 
ent at both meetings and sat on the 
platform at one. He pkraded his fun- 
damentalism all through the trial and 
has given the people of Chicago a 
chance to see what kind of trial could 
have been held before him. 

Charges Unfairness. 

“Tt was perfectly proper to call Mr. 
Bryan, a recognized expert on the 
Bible, to testify as to the meaning of 
the story of creation. The questions 
asked him were perfectly civil, but 
when the examination had only com- 
menced, the judge came into court in 


the morning and took Mr. Bryan off! 


the stand without any motion to that 
effect being made in court. 

“The judge may be glad he has a 
limited education, One cannot al- 
ways avoid being ignorant, but few 
boast of it. 

“The incident citing me for con- 
tempt was absurd. I did feel a con- 
tempt for his unfairness. 1 did show 
#. as often «happens by lawyers in 
court. 1 did apologize, as I should 
have done. This constantiy happens 
in court and the judge knows it, al- 
though it never happened to me be- 
fore.” r

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BELGIUM'S PLAN 
10 PAY WAR DEBI 
REJECTED BY U.S. 


| 
Spirit of Optimism Reigns 
in American Commis- 
sion, However, and 
Agreement Expected. 


Wavhington, August 11—(By the 
Associated YPress.)—-Belgium’s ‘first 
proposal for the refunding of its 5480,- 
000,000 war debt to the United States 
was found unacceptable today by the 
American conimission. 

The two commissions will meet 
again tomorrow to resume their dis- 
cussions in an effort to arrive at 
terms that will be acceptable te both 
sides 

Some officials said it was not at all 
surprising that the commissions were 
unable to agree on the first proposi- 
tion put forward; that usually this 
becomes. merely the working basis 
‘from which the negotiations proceed. 

Attention was called that an identi- 
caJ situation arose at the outset of 
the parleys between. the British and 
American commissions and that there- 
after the speedy agreement was reach- 
ed. Some of those participating ex- 
pressed the opinion that the present 
negotiations might be concluded by the 
end of the week. 

Terms Not Disclosed. 

_ In compliance with*an understand- 
ing reached at the outset, members of 
the commission declined to discuss the 
terms which the Belgians’ had pro- 
posed, nor would they confirm reports 
that a moratorium had been included 
in the proposal. Likewise they were 
silent as to whether the visitors had 
asked for separate treatment of the 
war and post-war debts. - 

The Belgian proffer of settlement 
wus made at a joint session held early 
in the day, The Americans took it 
under advivement, and at a separate 
meeting later they decided that the 
proposal was not such as might be ex- 
pécted to meet with the approval of 
congress. 

yhe Belgians were informed of this 
decision at a second joint session, and 
then adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow so. the yisitors might consider 
the answer of the Americans, 

_ The speed with which the negotia- 
tions proceeded to a discussion of 
terms apparenily was highly gratify- 
ing to all of those concerned. 
_ Spirit of Optimism. 

A spirit of optimism seemed to pre- 
vail ameng the Americans, indicating 
that the differences between the com- 
missions were not such as to diminish 
ho e of an accord being: réached. 

Vhile the Belgians have full power 
to negotiaté a settlement, the agree- 
ment reached must first have the sanc- 
tion of the Belgian government, just 
as it must have the approval of the 
American congres$, before it can have 
effect. 

In the opinion of American officials, 
success in the present negotiations 
will have an effect in the forthcoming 
conversations between the American 
and the I'rench and Italian delega- 
fions regarding the refunding of the 
debts of those countries.

VOTE (6 SLATED 


ON INCOME TAX 
IN HOUSE TODA} 


Classification Tax Adopt- 
ed—Hot Debate on In- 
come Tax, Second of 
Governor’s Reforms. 


MEMBERS OFFER 
MANY AMENDMENTS 


House Refuses to Recon- 
sider Action in Defeat- 
ing Oil Inspection Sur- 
plus Plan. 


’ Immediately following passage of 
the clasification tax bill, the house 
of representatives Tuesday afternoon 
plunged into debate on the income 
tax measure, the sécond tax reform 
recommendation of Governor Clifford 
Walker. 

The entire afternoon’ session was 
devoted to discussion of the proposed 
constitutional amendment to allow 
imposition of a state income tax, with 
the probability that the bill. with all 
substitutes and amendments, would 
come to a final vote by noon today. 

The bill under consideration is a 
committee substitute, but three or 
four other substitutes were offered 
during the course of debate with half 
a dozen amendments to the various 
measures before the house. 

At the morning session, the house 
voted passage of the classification 
tax bill, which is likewise a consti- 
tutional amendment to permit classi- 
fication of property for taxation in 
this state, with a proviso that the total 
tax rate on “intangibles,” shall not be 
over 10 mills, and that half of this 
shall go to the state and half to the 
counties and cities. 

Both the classification tax and the 
income tax were recommended in Gov- 
ernor Walker's recommendations for 
reform of the state fiscal system. 

Various substitutes and amendments 
to the income tax bill all dealt with 
details of the proposal, some members 
believing that the constitution should 
limit the tax rate, some believing that 
the constitution should specify the ex- 
-emptions to be allowed, and others op- 
posing both of these ideas and holding 
that the constitutional amendment 
should merely grant the privilege of 
imposing the tax and leave all details 
to the wisdom of future general as- 
semblies. 


Morning Session. 


Tuesday morning’s session of the 
house was featured by passage of the 
classification tax bill, which gives the 
legislature the right to classify prop- 
erty for taxation and to fix varying 
rates for classes into which property 
is segregated. The measure is a con- 
stitutional amendment and must _be 
gg by the people before becoming 
a law. 

The vote on the measure was 149 
to 42, 138 votes for passage being 
necessary. It will immediately 
transmitted to the senate for action 
by the upper house of the assembly. 

Hooper, of Fulton, and others of- 
fered an amendment providing that no 
state income tax should be collected, 
but this was defeated. Another 
amendment, by Lindsay, of DeKalb, 
providing that the state tax on real 
estate should never exceed five mills, 
was adopted. A number of other 
amendments were voted down. 

Steed, of Taylor; Lawton, of Chat- 
ham, and Jones, of Meriwether, chair- 
man of the house constitutional 
amendments committee, spoke in fa- 
vor of the classification tax measure. 
Steed devoted his remarks largely to 
an attack on the present taxation 
system; Lawton analyzed the new 
' measure and answered objections ad- 
vanced by its opponents, and Jones 
pointed out that voters of the state 
will have 12 months in which to study 
the proposal before voting on it. 

At its morning session the house 
also decisively defeated an attempt to 
secure reconsideration of its action

PASSED BY SINGLE 
VOTE IN SENATE 


Bill Prohibiting Women 
From Working at Night 
Also Passed by Narrow 
Margin. 


Saved from defeat by one vote, the 
child labor bil! passed the senate 
Tuesday afternoon by a vote of 26 
to 14, together with several amend- 
ments. The bill was immediately 
transmitted to the ho for concur- 
rence in the amendments, it having 
already passed the lower body. 

Another feature of the afternoon’s 
session was the passage, also by a 
narrow margin, of the bili prohibit- 
ing women from working at night. 
There was outspoken opposition to 
this bill from a number of senate lead- 
ers, but its supporters managed to 
rally enough votes for passage. The 
only other bill. which passed at the 
afternoon meeting was a measure by 
Senator Miller to create alien for the 
purpose of securing eventual payment 
of such drainage assessments as may 
be made under the drainage act, and 
providing for the validation’ of .bonds. 

Senators Knight, Carlisle and 
Guess led in the fight for the .child 
‘labor bill, speaking at length on its 
merits. It raises the age limit at 
which children may be employed 
in dangerous occupations from 14 to 
16 years, and from 12 to 14 in other 
| occupations. Senators R. D. Cole and 
Collier spoké against the bill. 

Senators Boykin and Peebles spoke 
against the bill prohibiting night em- 
ployment of women, urging that 
women have as many citizenship 
rights as men, and that it would be 
unfair to state when and where they 
shall work. Senators Carlisle, Bell 
and Harrell favored the bill.

Record Fekacds Prddecon 
For State, Corn Declines 


Still Further Heavy 
Slump in Peanuts Is 
Forecast; Pecan Outlook 
Held To Be Promising. 


According to the monthly crop re- 
port issued yesterday by the Georgia 
cooperative crop reporting service of 
the United States bureau of agricul- 
ture of economics, a shortage is esti- 
mated for the 19235 corn crop in the 
state. A great increase in the pro- 
duction of tobacco is forecast. 

Peanuts, according te the report, 
have experienced a heavy decline dur- 
ing the last month. 

The report follows: 

Short Corn Crop. 

Prospects for the 1923, crop. indi- 
date a production of 45.573,000 bush- 
els, which is over 4,500,000 bushels 
short of last year and 7,900,000 bush- 
tels below the five-year avera pro- 
duction. ; \ 

The low corn condition figure re- 
ported for the state is due largely 
to very poor prospects in a great part 
because of 
the prolonged drought. Except in a 
few favored localities the crop is very 
sorry and, in many instances, practi- 
eally a failure in the northern part 
of the state. In most of this area 


rains have been very spotted and in- 
adequate since planting. 

| From a_ standpoint of production 
this is distinetly a south Georgia 
year, the condition in this area being 
fair to very good, although late corn 
has deteriorated:\somewhat in the last 
two weeks. The main corn crop in 
this part of the state is practically 
made and good yields are expected. 

Production for the United States is 
over 500,000,000 bushels greater than 
the 1924 crop, the figure being nearly 
3,000,000,000. bushels against about 
2,500, 000. 000 bushels last year. 

Increase in Tobacco. 

The largest tobacco crop ever pro- 
duced in Georgia started through mar- 
keting channels July 28, the opening 
date of warehouse sales. Indicated 
production will total -somewhat un- 
der 50,000,000 pounds, according to 
reports of correspondents. There are 
44 warehouses being operated this 
year against 19 in 1924. The aver- 
age price per pound received this 
year for the first two weeks is some- 
what lower than’ for the correspond- 
ing period last vear. 

However, quality of the crop mar- 
keted to the present is mot consided 
equal to that of last year, but is im- 
proving with advance of the season,

Death ‘in the electric chair ended 
an adventurous career of Simmons 


who, in his 27 years, was cowboy, 
baseball player, deputy sheriff and 


finally alleged bootlegger. 

The body of Pahl was found in 
the shallow grave under a bridge near 
Spencer, on May 15, 1922 He was 
known to have carried $480 in curren- 
cy when he left his garage. . 


Sevéral days later a rancher report- 
ed a man had slept in his barnyard 
and had fled whén awakened, leaving 
a blood-spattered automobile. Through 
the machine Simmons was traced to 
Norfolk, Neb. 

Returned to Spencer, Simmons was 
spirited away when mob action was 
threatened. At the trial Mrs. Pahl 
testified that money carried by Sim- 
mons was’ the same as possessed by 
her husband. The defense contended 
that bootleggers with Simmons had 
killed Pahl in argument over money. 

The verdict of guilty and death 
sentence resulted in a_ bitter legal 
fight to obtain a commutation or re- 
prieve. More than a score of tem- 
porary reprieves were granted, cov- 
ering a period of three years.

KIDS WHO CONSTANTLY 
Certain children seem unduly sus- 
ceptible to the common respiratory 


infections (cri) and almost constantly 
have coryza, croup, sore throat, sinus- 


itis. ear aches, bronchitis, measles, 


diphtheria, scarlet fever, tonsilitis and 
the like.- To ascribe this peculiar 
susceptibility to respiratory infection 
to “weakness,” “delicacy,” “the weath- 
er,” “the climate,” or “taking cold so 
easily,” is too common, even among 
doctors. of a sort, and it is about as 
senseless as the familiar childhood 
argument, “because.” Lay people are 
perhaps not so much to blame for ac- 


cepting these meaningless explana- 


tions for the vulnerability of the chil- 
dren, since not a few of the oldtimers 
in medical practice and even public 
health authorities still acquiesce in 
such peculiar theories. However, no 
one has been able to educe any scien- 
tific evidence to support these quaint 
notions. The-idea that the weather, 
climate, or exposure to the elements 
may have anything to do with suscep- 
tibility to eri is one which you must 
take on faith alone; it was so “pro- 
nounced” by the ponderous but be- 
nighted oldtimers long before the days 
of scientific pathology, back in the 
era when “night air’? was deemed un- 
fit to breathe and red flannel was 
employed to frighten off the demons 
of disease. 

But if these quaint fancies do not 
explain the peculiar tendency, what 
does account for it? Is it an .in- 
herent constitutional deficiency. a 
fault in the physical makeup, a flaw 
in the functional integrity, a lack of 
something in the child’s system? Yes, 
we are constrained to assume it must 
be something of this nature. I say 
“we,” meaning the medical profession 
and particularly the modern scientific 
profession; I do not use the affected 
and impersonal editorial ‘‘we,” 
‘merely strive to interpret here the 
_— scientific medical views of the 
day. 

It seems to me that there is some 
scientific evidence to support. this 
present belief. The belief is perhaps 
not as yet so definitely crystallized, 
but I venture to suggest that the pe- 
culiar susceptibility of certain. chil- 
dren to cri is due to a vitamin de- 
ficiency—though we do not yet know 
that vitamins, unidentified factors 
present in certain foods, are essential 
for normal health, growth and func- 
in 
man. I think the scientific evidence 
now in hand warrants the belief that 
this vitamin is the one which is so 
richly present in. plain cod liver oil 
(not any manufactired emulsion, tab- 
let, or other derivative of cod liver 
oil) and in a smaller quantity in dairy 
butter, pure raw milk, the- yolk of 
fresh eggs, raw cabbage, lettuce, spin- 


ach and other greens of leafy vege- 


tables. 

The administration of genuine (un- 
doctored) cod liver oil has been a long 
established principle in the treatment 


of certain low grade or long drawn 


out (chronic) respiratory infections 


such as pulmonary 


visable to make use of this richest 
source of the necessary vitamin in 
the treatment of the peculiar suscep- 
tibility to cri in children, and _ per- 
haps in some instances in adults. But 
the reader should not assumé that cod 
liver oil is a good remedy for acute 
respiratory infections. I am suggest- 
ing it only for the prophylactic pur- 
pose described. Sufficient dosage for 
that purpose, for the average child, 
would be from one-half to one tea- 
spoonful daily.

Another Victim of Diet Fallacy. 

Some time ago you announced that 
you would send a diet list for those 
suffering with diabetes. I have had 
this disease for about five years. ...

Answer—You misunderstood. What 
I said was that no diet will fit the 
needs of many persons with diabetes, 
but that I should be glad to send only 
persons, who have diabetes some 
suggestion# about the diet. It would 
be more sensible to cut out a pair of 
pants for people with diabetes than it 
would be to try to indicate indiscrimi- 
nately what the diet should be, for of 
course the diet must be carefully 
adjusted to the particular tolerance 
and the individual requirements in 
each case. This is the professional 
job for your physician and no one 
else is in a position to do it success- 
fully. 

; Sweating Hands. 

Can you give a formula to prevent 
excessive sweating of the palms of the 
hands? I am a wood carver, and I 
find this trouble very inconvenient 
and soiling and rusting the tools. 
(hai AS dE) 

Answer—If you do not object to 
temporary yellow staining of the skin 
of the palms, paint the palms only, 
twite daily, with a solution of 25 
grains of chromie acid in an ounce of 
distilled water, allowing this to dry 
on the skin. If the yellow discolora- 


_tion is objectionable, smear the palms 


lightly, once a day, with a mixture 
of tannic acid ‘one ounce. glycerin one 
ounce. This stains a little, but not 
much, and it need be applied only two 
or three times a week. 
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Black Hungary. 

“When Horthy Is King,” a book of 
official documents on the situation in 
Hungary, written in French and 
printed in Paris, shows a dismal pic- 
ture of the country where Admiral 
‘Horthy rules the place of the Haps- 
burgs.

Not Talking. 


An American congressman has sail- 
ed for Kurope for the purpose of 
“listening and not talking.” Before 
sailing he deplored the behavior of 
many American tourists who express 
their private opinions on international 
affairs, at the same time giving the 
impression that their views are those 
of the United States government. 
But the average American tourist 
who spends a month or so in Europe 
will give an opinion upon his return 
on European matters often as ridien- 
lous and senseless as the men who 
would be the unofficial spokesmen for 
the American public and government. 
Without being a trained observer, a 
man will spend a week or so say in 
Paris or Berlin. Often he does not 
even speak French or German. He 
will be taken around by official guides 
who show him the delights of Mont- 
marte, the beauties of Notre Dame.

New York, August 11.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—While the na- 
tional crime commission is arousing 
public opinion to the end that New 
York may be made safer for New 
Yorkers and their possessions and the 
Fifth Avenue associaion is clamoring 


for 2,000 additional police, there is 
an economic factor that is working 
over time to the same end. This is 
the mounting rate for burglary insur- 
ance. 

The immediate result has been to 
cause many financial houses and mer- 
chandising establishments to set up 
defense of their own. 

A tour through that part of Man- 
hattan south of Times square reveal- 
ed an extraordinary situation and sug- 
gests that the business of robbery and 
burglary in the future may be as 
hazardous. as risk for criminal as it

Two 
recent robberies each netted the thieves 
loat of $150,000. Insurance compa- 
nies have in some cases cancelled 
policies,

of sharpshooters composed of ex-service

anticipated, and that the two men 
are concentrating on the draft of the 
I’rench reply to Germany’s latest move 
on European security. This reply 
will be sent with British approval. 
| Deals With Reservations. 

From an authoritative source the 
'tnited News learns that the reply 
must necessarily deal in a_ detailed 
manner with the various reservations 
mentioned in the latest German note, 
Primarily, the French reply will in- 
sist that Germany “must join the 
league of nations uneonditionally, dnd 
also that the proposed European se- 
curity paet shall net affect the pring 
ciples laid down in the Versailles 
treaty. It may be hinted, however, 
that if the pact functions in a_ sat- 
isfactory .manner execution of the 
treaty might be eased somewhat be- 
cause of the presumably friendly at- 
mosphere which the pact wouldghave 
created. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
the French reply will contain a spe- 
cifie invitation to Germany to send 
delezates to meet the allies in confer- 
ence either in London or Brussels to 
_ begin drafting the proposed pact. If 
‘this invitation is not included, the re- 
ply probably will intimate that there 
ip not much further to be accomplish- 
ed by means of notes, and that the al- 
lies would like Germany to call a se- 
curity pact conference. 

Both Briand and Chamberlain are 
convinced, however, thai an early con- 
ference is desirable. 

After the second of the day’s con- 
ferences, Briand submitted to a brief 
interview during which he said that 
the conversations were proceeding in 
the direction of agreement, but that 
no details had been specified. He 
does not expect to see Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
nor does he expect to discuss the 
French debt to Britain during his 
Visit.
